BAPTISTS TO REOPEN 
INQUIRY ONDR. MOOR 


Plan Completté Investigation by 
Council of Charges Against 
Madison Avenue Pastor. 











FAVORED BY DR. STRATON 


He Says Justice to the Clergy- 
‘man, as Well as to His Ac- 
cuser, Demands It. 


A further and more complete investiga- 
tion of the charges made by members of 
his congregation against-the Rev. Dr. 
George Cajeb Moor, pastor of the Madi- 
son Avenue Baptist Church, Thirty-first 
Street and Madison Avenue, will prob- 
ably be made by the Baptist Council of 
Southern New York, according to Dr. 
John Roach Straton, pastor of Calvary 
Baptist Church. Such an inquiry, 
further explained Dr: Straton when 
asked about this possibility, is consid- 
ered urgent, not only in fairness to Dr. 
Moor.and his accusérs, one of whom 
already has been ‘expelled from the 
church, but .in justice to the whole 
Baptist denomination. 

Confidence in Dr, Moor was voted at 
a meeting last Wednesday night at 
which the members of the congregation 
also voted to turn out-of the church Mrs. 
Jessie V. Day, for 40 years a member 
of the church. But the entire proceed- 
ings, said Dr. Straton, savored so much 
of star chamber methods, according to 
the statements made by persons who 
were there that grave doubts had been 
left in the minds of Baptists generally 
as. to whether justice had been done 
either to Dr. Moor or to Mrs. Day, his 
saecquser. Friends of Mrs, Day maintain 
that the meeting was not representative 
of the entire congregation ‘because only 
126 menibers“were’ pi ti} while the en- 
rollment of the church is about 500. 
‘Dr. Sttaton:said he was ready to join 
the friends of Mrs. Day in demanding 
an investigation. of all. the ,charges 
against Dr. Moor, and the expulsion of 
Mrs. Day,~to be: made so thofoughly 
that there could be no question of bias: 

Dr. Straton Delayed Action. 

Until now Dr. Straton has been re- 
luctant to permit himself to be dragged 
into the controversy in -the Madison 
Avenue Baptist Church in which gossip 
continued to such length that charges 
against Dr. Moor were laid before the 
District Attorney by Mfs. Grace Humis- 
ton, sister of Mrs. Day. Meanwhile re- 
ports of a similar nature had come to 
Dy. Straton ffom an entirely different 
scurce. 

When these charges were laid before 
Dr. Straton several months ago he made 
no move because an inquiry by a com- 
mittee of, Dr, Moor’s deacons was al-+ 
ready in progress, and he says he had 
hoped that the Madison Avenue Baptist 
Church would be able to clarify the situ- 
ation without intervention from any 
other church. 

The ho of Dr. Straton have not 
been realized as ae result of the meeting 
last Wednesday night. Indeed, the con- 
ditions disclosed by all the charges and 
countercharges made at that meeting 
have made’ Dr. Straton feel particularly 
embarrassed, in view of the fact that 
he had launched a crusade to improve 
the morals of the stage. So Dr. Straton 
is willing now to join with the friends 
of Mrs. Day and the friends of other 
members, who are threatened with ex-

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 17.—Immunity 
for Baward F. Sands from prosecution 
on a charge of embezzlement preferred 
against him last August by William 
Desmond Taylor, murdered film director, 
was promised tonight by Thomas Lee 
Woolwine, District Attorney, provided 
Sands proves his innocence of the mur- 
der and, can ‘‘ untangle this - murder 
mystery.”’ 

Mr: Woolwine’s promise to the missing 
former’ butler-secretary was made in a 
letter he addressed ‘‘To Edward F. 
Sands, through the publishers’’ in an- 
swer to a letter he received and which 
purported to have been written by 
Sands. ‘The letter, which’ was signed 
“—. F. Sands,” was dated Feb. 14. 
The writer declared he was living in 
Los Angeles and inquired whether if he 
surrendered and established his inno- 
cence of the murder of Taylor, he would 
be freed of the embezzlement charge. 

A copy of the letter was made public 
by Mr. Woolwine, as follows: 

Los Angetes, Feb, 14, 1922. 

Mr. Woolwine, Los Angeles, Cal.: 

Dear Sir: This letter ‘will. probably 
surprise you when you read it, I-am 
taking’ this liberty to write you to 
make matters more easy for you. In 
the first place, Iam Mr. Sands, al- 
though a friend of mine is writing this 
letter under my dictation. Mr. Wool- 
wine, you need’ not look all over the 
world for me, for I am living right 
here in Los Angeles and am reading 
the papers-every™day” corre 

Taylor murder. I will.be, frank with 
you, Mr Woolwitie, fy haven't had any 

peace.of mind since thé murder and I 

have come to the conclusion that the 

quicker this thing is’settled the better 
off we will all be. Now, Mr. Wool- 
wine, in the first place I .did not niur- 
der Taylor, but I know who did it, but 
what assurance have I from you to 
know that you will accept my story?

Therefore I want a guarantee from 
you that if I surrender myself into 
your hands and if I establish my in- 
nocence of the crime you will set me 
free. ° 

If you will do this, Mr. Woolwine; 
I can untangle this murder mystery 
for you. You may answer me in any 
of the Los Angeles papers.

To Edward F. Sands, through the 
public press: ° 

I am in receipt of letter’ dated Feb. 
14, 1922, postmarked Los Angeles, 
which, by, its language, purports to 
have been dictated by you. 

Ihave no present means of knowing 
whether or not the letter is genuine, 
as’ I receive vast numbers of bogus 
communications, but I intend to’ treat 
it as genuine for the purpose of this 
communication. 

The letter states: 

“I did not murder Taylor but I 
know who did it,” and inquires in 
substance that if you come forward 
and surrender yourself and establish 
your innocence of this crime whether 
or not I will set you free. 

‘The letter further states: 

“If you will do this, Mr..Woolwine, 
I can untangle this murder mystery 
for you. You may answer in any of 
the Los Angeles papers.’’ é

Of Japan to Lecture on Birth Control 





SAN FRANCISCO, Feb., 17.—Plans of 
Mrs. Margaret Senger, head of the Birth 
Control’ League, to lecture.on birth con- 
trol in Japan were halted by the Japa- 
nese Government today with the trans- 
mission.of an order to Consul neral 
Yada to refuse to visa Mrs. Sanger’s 
passport and his announcement that an 
order had been issued by the Japanese 
Department of Home Affairs forbidding 
Mrs. Sanger to set foot’ on Japanese 
territory. 

Mrs. | EE areiven in San Eg ame 
to take passage to Japau on the Japa-~ 
nese steamer Taiyo Maru, sailing Feb. 
21, but, not haying the proper passport 
visa, was unable to purchase a ticket. 

‘* Japan is.a country but little greater 
in size than the State of California, 
Mrs. Sanger said yesterday... ‘‘It has a 
population. which is almost half that of 
the United States and a birth ‘rate that 
is increasing the population at a rate of 
800,000 a year above the death rate. 
Japan would accept birth control, openly 
and set about a scientific limitation, of 
her population increase the problem of 
her over-population would be solved, 
Otherwise I can see nothing but a war 
of aggression that must come inevit- 
ably within the next twenty or twenty- 
five years. Japan will reach a place 
where an expansion of territory will- be 
imperative.”’ 


Mrs. Sanger announced recently that 
she would make a three-months’ tour of 
Japan at the invitation of a group of 
Japanese women and would lecture on 
birth contro] there. She said that in the 
last year twenty-five representatives of 
the Japanese Government had visited

her to learn her views on birth control. 
Dr.. Kato, head of the Department of 
Medical Affairs of the Japanese Govern- 
ment,. according to Mrs, Sanger, visited 
her in 1921 when studying birth control 
in the United States, England, Germany 
and Holland, and told her that his 


Government Was convinced it must es- 
tablish ‘birth control as a’ national policy 
or fight a war of aggression in the next 
generation. , 

At the recent birth. control ‘congress 
in the Hotel Plaza, the doctrine of peace 
through the limitation of population was 
emphasized, and Mrs. Sanger read a let- 
ter expressing that policy from Baroness 
Keikichi Ishimoto of the Voluntary 
Motherhood League of Japan. 

It was during the Plaza conference 
that Mrs. Sanger was arrested while 
attem ting to hold a mass meeting at 
the Town Hall. 

Mrs. Sanger .has been arrested sev- 
eral times because of her birth con- 
trol activities. In 1914, when she vig- 
orously advocated ‘‘the right to be 
an unmarried mother’ in a_ niag- 
azine called ‘‘ The Woman Rebel.”’ 
she was arrested by the Federal authori- 
ties. The case against her was dropped, 
but her magazine was barred from the 
mails. She established.the first birth 
control .clinic in the United States six 
years ago in the Brownsville section of 

rooklyn, and was arrested on /;com- 
plaint of a woman detectivé who had 
impersonated ‘a poor mother. After a 
trial, Mrs. Sanger was sentenced to 
thirty days In jail for disseminating 
birth control literature. She served the 
sentence in the Queens County Jail.

Promoter Resigns in Favor of 
Ringling, the Circus Man, 
After Indictment. 


LOSES HIS’ STATE LICENSE 


Frank Flournoy Named Match- 
maker and Report of Con- 
solidation Is Denied. 


George L, “Téx” Rickard, indicted 
on the charges of two. girls under 18 
‘years old, and held in $10,000 bail on 
Thursday, has resigned as President, 
promoter and matchmaker of the Madi- 
son Square Garden Sporting Club, Inc., 
and ‘has lost his license to promote box- 
ing bouts and make matches in New 
York State, 

Rickard withdrew from the manage- 
ment of the Garden day, fol- 
owing the-hamding ; 
ments by the Grand Jury. His resigna- 
tion was aecdépted by the Directors of 
the club, who elected John Ringling, the 
circus. man, as President, and Frank 
Flournoy ‘of ‘Memphis, ‘Tenn., who has 
been associated in business with Rickard 
for many years as matchmaker. Wil- 
liam Muldoon, Chairman of the State 
Athletic Commission, said yesterday that 
Rickard’s license as promoter and 
matchmaker, which had been made out 
to ‘him as. President of the club, was 
transferred to John Ringling as Presi- 
dent, the transfer being dated Thurs- 
day. . ; 

Official affnmouncement of the changes 
in the Garden management came yester- 
day from the State Athletic Commis- 
sion, which received the following letter 
from the club: 

“At the annual Board of Directors’ 
meeting of the Madison Square Garden 
Sporting Club, Inc., held Thursday, Féb. 
16, the following officers were elected to 
administer the affairs of the club during 
the ensuing year: ; 

‘* John Ringling, President; John Kel- 
ley, Vice President and ‘Treasurer; 
Richard Fuchs,. Secretary; Frank E. 
Coultry, Assistant’ Treasurer and Gen- 
eral Manager; Frank Flournoy, Match- 
maker.

The Appellate Division of the First 
Department of the Supreme Court in a 
rent case decision, announced yesterday, 
gave as its opinion that 8 perjcent. profit 
on a. fair valuation of the property was 
a fajr return for realestate owners and 
should not be exceeded. 

The decision also held that the profits 
should be.calculated on the value of the 
property without. consideration of moart- 
gage encumbrances or the return upon 
the owner’s equity. F 

The decision, which was written by 
Justice Samuel Greenbaum and con- 
curred in by Presiding. Justice John 
Proctor Clarke and Justices Victor J. 
Dowling and Walter Lioyd Smith, with 
Justice Alfred R. Page dissenting, fur- 
ther held that the natural law of supply. 
and demand was not applicable to the 
present abnormal housing’ situation so 
far as fixing real estate values was con- 
cerned. ‘The decision said that the cost 
of the property, its assessed valuation, 
sales of similar property and other perti- 
nent circumstances should all be con- 
sidered. 

The decision, which will establish the 
precedent for lower courts in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, differed somewhat from 
that announced last Fall by the Ap- 
pellate Term of the Second Department, 
which fixed 10 per cent. profit as a 
reasonable rent, in a decision in a 
Brooklyn rent case.

Sir Horace Plunkett Intimates 
New Rulers Would Prefer 
New: York to London.

SECURITY TO BE OFFERED 


An Exporting Country, Self-Sup- 
porting and Capable-of Enormous 
Development,~He Asserts. 


Sir Horace Plunkett said yesterday, at 
a luncheon given in his honor at the 
Lawyer's Club, that the new rulers of 
Ireland undoubtedly would make a close 
study of the possibility of financing the 
Free State’in New York, rather than in 
London. ‘'1 confess to\a desire,’’ said 
Sir Horace, ‘‘ that anything they have 
to propose will be sympathetically con- 
sidered here. 

“The security which Ireland will have 
to offer, will necessitate an inquiry, I 
presume,.into five foundations: First, 
natural resources, in which I include raw 


materials and a population adequate for] sh 


their development; second, a willingness 
and capacity of the community to which 
it belongs to develop them; third, facili- 
ties of transportation; fourth, sound eco- 
nomic and financial ideas; fifth; orderly 
and stable government.’’ The speaker 
then detailed the -Condition of Ireland 
as to each of these Qualifications. 

Sir Horace, who is in. New York for a 
visit with his son, Paul Plunkett, of 17 
East. Forty-second. Street, was intro- 
duceé-by Paul D. Cravath, who said that 
the visitor probably knew as much about 
present day Ireland as any other indi- 
vidual. 

Continuing his discussion: of the re- 
sources of Ireland, Sir Horace said: 

“In the year 1900,.when the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural. and Technical Jn- 
struction,-of which Iwas the working 
head for its first séven years, com- 
menced its operations, the exports and 
imports. of Ireland wére included with 
those of England, and the vehement 
economist, Sir Robert Giffen, testifying 
before the commission appointed by Mr. 
Gladstone to inquire’ into the financial 
relations between Great Britain and Ire- 
land, estimated the combined value, ef 
imports and exports at about £50,000,000, 
whereas our inquiry showed that they 
amounted to twice as much. 

, An Exporting Country. 

*“*I must not burden you with figures. 
It is enougch to say that Ireland, unlike 
England, is an exporting country. She 
is wholly self-supporting, and her pro- 
ductive resources admit of enormous de- 
velopment when satisfactory conditions 
prevail. ‘ 

‘““Upon my second foundation I can 
only speculate. No man can say with 
certainty what the industrial reaction of 
people ‘will be to favorable conditions, 
but I have some grounds for optimism 
because for the last thirty years I have 
devoted my life to organizing farmers 
upon the co-operative plan. My fellow- 
workers have demonstrated the possibil- 
ity of enormous improvements both in 
the technical and commercial handling 
of our basic industry by getting small 
bodies of workers grouped in co-opera- 
tive societies, not only for the ‘better 
conduct of their industry and business, 
but elso for the building up of a hap- 
pier life upon the land. . Until the war, 
and what I may call the post-war re- 
tarded our progress, which<-I trust will 
be immediately resumed, we were: in 
process of derfonstration that very large 
developments in this industry were with- 
in easy reach by the federation of these 
-srifall societies into larger bodies. for the 
purpoees of manufacturing and market- 
ng upon a large scale, 

“Our facilities of transportation leave 
a good deal to desire, but their im- 
provement only awaits a larger produc- 
tion with the consequent increase in the 
population, and, of course, other favor- 
able conditions. Probably the earliest 
development will be road transport sup- 

lementing thé railroads. possibly a 
arger utilization of canals for bulky, 
imperishable goods. ’ 

You will not expect me to sketch a 
financial and economic policy for Ireland, 
even if I were competent to do so.

Hoover Disposed of Private Interests 
In 1914—Describes Aid ° 
to 7,000,000. 


The Soviet authorities in Moscow are 
net concerned about the overthrow of 
the Bela Kun rule in Hungary, \accord- 
ing to George Barr Baker, a Direetor 
of the American Relief Administration, 
who has just returned from Russia. At 
the offices of the A: ican Relief Ad- 
ministration, 42 BroadWay, Mr. /Bakér 
described yesterday afternoon the relief 
work done under the direction of Secre- 
tary Hoover among the starving mil- 
lidns of Russia. 

The reference of Mr. Baker to the 
Bela Kun Government was apparently 
occasioned by the demands of Walter 
W. Liggett, Acting Secretary of the, 
American Committee for Russian 
Famine Relief, Chicago, upon Secretary 
Hoover to state wnether the distribution 
of American relief in Hungary was cen- 
nected in any way with the overthrow 
of Bela Kun. Mr. Liggett referred to 
an article by Captain T. e Cc. Gregory, 
appearing in last June’s issue of World's 
Work, in which Gregory ve the im- 
pression that there was such connection. 
Mr. Liggett has also asked for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the distribu- 
tion of millions of dollars of relief in 
Russia by Mr. Hoover. - 

Bela .Kun’s overthrow, according to 
Mr. Baker, was due to the desertion 
from him of Hungarian ‘organized labor. 


Relief Propaganda “Condemned. 


The embarrassment likely to be caused 
the Russian Soviet Government_by num- 
erous Russian relief agencies. operating 
in the United States was discussed by 
Mr. Baker before he made this state- 
ment: 

* Some of their propaganda with re- 

gard to Mr. Hoover would fill well-in- 
formed Soviet authorities with amuse- 
ment. If their relations with Moscow 
are sufficiently close for them to receive 
serious consideration from, the Goverh- 
ment there, they might readily discover 
what is common  knowledge—that Mr, 
Hoover resigned from all of his e 
neering engagements and disposed of 
his interests in Russia at the time he 
undertook: the control of Belgian relief, 
n 1914. 
‘ ‘“Further, they should know that the 
Soviet authorities, in seeking to dis- 
tribute their own $12,000,000 of gold, did 
rot turn to these organizations or to 
the Russian Red Cross, but Voluntarily 
and definitely to the American. Relief 
Administration, as being an entirely hu- 
manitarian body, without discrimination 
as to race, religion or political affilia- 
tions' and of proved efficiency and re- 
sponsibility that is thoroughly Amer- 
ican. 

‘How and when the Soviet Govern- 
ment may obtain recognition from the 
United States is the doOminant thought 
of those in authority, according to Mr. 
Baker, who said that the Government 
heads over there were concerned most of 
all at present about the indiscreet con- 
duct of their friends. They wonder why 
these. friends cannot learn that ‘their 
activities may ‘‘ antagonize a high per- 
centage of the American people, the very 
people wane prey, have’ provi one 
daily meal for. 
icon through the American Relief Ad- 
ministration, with stocks in hand to in- 
sure eight ‘weeks supply no matter how 
hard the harbors freeze.’’

Mr. Baker said that already there had 
arrived in Russian ports the first car- 
goes of food from the Congressional 
appropriations, and the quantity is suf- 
ficient to sustain 5,000,000 adults, in ad- 
dition to the 2,000,000 children. THese 
supplies. are available as rapidly as So- 
viet railways can haul them. Mr. Baker 
then added: 

‘“ All this makes most interesting the 
discussion I find in the papers respect- 
ing the activities of radical-inspired 
agencies in the United States. \ Well 
might the Soviets exclaim, *‘ Heaven save 
us from. our friends!’ ”’ 

American relief work, according to Mr. 
Baker, has never fore been under- 
taken under such tremendcus difficul- 
ties, aggravated by disease and the in- 
efficiency of the transportation. system.

LEFT HIS ESTATE TO HER 


Widow Is Contesting the Will ‘and 
Lawyer Is Preésing Claim for ~ 
Remainder of Fee. 


Testimony was given before Surrogate 
Cohalan ‘yesterday that the late Joseph 
J. / Ryan, . youngest son of Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, had engaged Herman L. 
Roth; an attorney, to obtain. an 
“economical divorce’? for him from 
Mrs. Nannie Morse Ryan in order that 
he might marry Dorothy Lucille White- 
ford, a chorus girl. Ryan left: the bulk 
of his estate to Miss Whiteford fn his 
will, now being contested by his wife in 
behalf of herself and two sons. 

Mrs. Ryan was living apart from her 
husband under a separation agreement 
and was residing in Italy at the time 
of his death. She has claimed sums 
due ‘under the separation agreement 
which will consume the bulk of. the 
estate. 

Surrogate Cohalan heard Roth’s claim 

ainst the Ryan estate for a remainder 
of the $5,000 which he alleged Mr. Ryan 

eed to pay him for. his setvices and 
a bursements in obtaining the divorce. 
The testimony. was to the effect that 
Ryan wanted to avoid publicity’ in thé 
divorce proceedings. because he feared 
that if his ag 8 heard of it he would 
ut a stop to it. 
Sens M. Walsh, who stated that he 
was manager of the Selwyn_ theatres, 
testified that he was Miss Whiteford's 

other-in-law, and that early in 1920 
yan, with whom he was friendly, came 
to him and said: ‘‘I want to get a di- 
vorce so I can marry Miss Whiteford, 
and I want you to help me get a law- 
er.” 
Walsh said he wanted to know why 
Ryan didn’t get his own lawyer, and 
Ryah replied that he didn’t want any 
of the attorneys ‘whe looked after his 
father’s legal business because they 
would ‘‘ charge him a small fortuné and 
would put his father wise.” Walsh re- 
plied that he was opposed to divorces, 
and didn’t want to be ‘‘ mixed up in 
one, but introduced Ryan to a reporter 
on a theatrical paper who took him to 
Mr. Roth. The lawyer had agreed preyv- 
feusly to take the case for $5,000, the 
witness said. 

Jack Belaski, the reporter referred to, 
corroborated the testimony of Walsh, 
and said Ryan was satisfied to pay $5,- 
006. Roth then testified as to the same 
arrangement and when canceled checks 
aggregating $1,800 were.shown to him he 
acmitted receiving them as part pay- 
ment. 

Mr. Roth admitted on cross-examina- 
tion by Richard H. Clark, attorney for 
the Ryan estate, that it was arranged 
the divorce was to be obtained quietly 
in Chicago, and Ryan and Roth went 
there in May, 1920; for ‘that purpose. 
Before they could get the suit started 
Ryan was called back home by the ill- 
ness of Miss Whiteford, and later Roth 
returned with the information that the 
divorce could not be obtained in Chi- 
cago. Ryan then became angry and 
demanded the return of part of the 
$1,800 ‘paid, but didn't get it. Before 
any further steps could be taken Mr. 
Ryan died. 

Roth said that he specialized in the- 
atricat divorces, and that hig_custo- 

mary retainer was $5,000 and/ $500 for 
each day he appeared: in court during 
the trial of the suit. He admitted that 
there were circumstances. under which 
he had taken less, but said he had also 
received more. .He said that two years 
ago he got $14,000 net for one divorce,

Within 100 feet of the Queensboro 
Bridge station Richard Kahrs, 56 years 
old, a messenger employed by the Pa- 
cific National Bank, Madison’ Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street, was shot short- ’ 
ly after 9 o’clock yesterday morning by 
one of seven bandits, who escaped with 
@ $5,000 payroll he carried. The hold-up 
took place in First Avenue, near Six- 
ticth Street. While the robbers were 
fleeing in:an automobife one of them 
was believed to have been wounded by 
a bullet from the pistol of Police Cap- 
tain Patrick Corcoran, whose attention 
was drawn to the hold-up by the report 
of the robber’s pistol. 

Kahrs, who lives at 17 West 106th 
Street, was removed to the’ City Hos- 
pitla on Blackwells Island, where it 
was said fater that, although the rob- 
ker’s bullet missed his spine.by less 
than half an inch, his wound would not 
prove serious. 

Kahrs, accompanied by “Jpseph P; 
Hynes, 50 years old, a guard, left the 
bank about half an hour before the 
shooting with two payrolls. They had 
delivered the first payroll, amounting :fo 
$500,,;to the Ecénomy Laundry, at First 


were walking south on ‘the west. side of 
First Avenue, when they noticed a 
Ford automobile draw up to the curb in 
the middle of the block between Sixtieth 
and Sixty-first Streets. 
Messenger Gripped Pistol. 

Kahrs carried a pistol in his overcoat 
pocket, with his right hand tightly 
gripped on it, and in his left hand a 
leather bag containing $5,000 for the 
Gotham Silk Hosiery Company of 4380 
East Fiftieth Street. Both the bank 
employes had their eyes directed toward 
four men'in the automoVile as they 
were passing it in front of 1,101 First 
Avenue. Suddenly, three roughly dréssed 
young men ran out of the hallway at 
the address with pistols in their hands. 
‘** Drop that bag,’’ commanded one of 


the trio as he shoved a pistol in the 
messenger’s face, Instead of complying, 
Kahrs whipped out his pistol; but before 
he could raise it the second robber 
struck it out of his hand. 

The messenger then made a blow at 
the first robber with the bag contain- 
ing the money, but as he did so the 
third robber, who had slipped behind 
him, shot him‘in the back. Hynes, who 
was unarmed, had attempted to fight 
the robbers off, but his arms were 
pinioned to his sides by two of thé 
robbers while the third picked up the 


the engine of which had beén kept run- 
ning. 

As the machine started with a jerk 
the two robbers released: Hynes and 
sprang on the running board with’ the 
man who had obtained the loot. The 
street was crowded and the man op- 
erating the car swérved the car to the 
left, mounted the sidewalk op the east 
side of the avenue and started in the 
direction of Sixty-first Street. 

Captain Corcoran, who had. heard the 

ae red five times in the direction 
the’ car before it turned east in 
Sixty inst Street in’ the direction of 
Avenue A. 
He said that at his third shot he saw 
one of the robbers on the running board 
lurch back, as though he had been hit, 
but one of his confederates caught him 
and drew him into the car. Policéman 
Ferguson of the East ‘Sixty-seventh 
Street Station ap ppepred just as Captain 
Corcoran emptied his pistol. Both of 
them pursued the car on foot, but- when 
they reached Avenue A, it had disap- 
peared. 

Last evening the car used by_ the 
bandits was found abandoned in front 
of 43 West Ninety-seventh Street. In- 
vestigation vy Detective Sergeant 
Trojan revealed that a bullet had passed 
through the back of the car and another 
through the windshield. The detective 
also found a blood-stained handkerchief 
under the seat, which he declared was 
an indication that one of Captain 
Corcoran’s bullets had found a mark. 

The police learned tater that the car 
was the property of Harry Muller of 77 
Lamont Avenue, Elmhurst, Queens, who 
told them it was stolen from Lexington 
ones and Forty-second Street on
